This seems 
almost unbelievable, but it is true 
The man working on the section 
for one dollar and fifty cents per 
day, with a fain. ly of five children 
is at the present time actually 
contributing more to run the na- 
tional government than the mil- 
lionaire bachelor who is too proud 
to marry and raise a family. 

The United States of America 
is practicaliy the only oue of the 
great nations where such a condi- 
tion exists. Nearly every first 
('lass uation on earth levies eith- 
er an income tax or an inheri- 
tance tax. We have neither. 

Why have we never been able 
to place an uicuiue tax on the sta- 
tute books, is the question that 
naturally arises. Here is the 
High protectionists have 
jveoted the passage of au in- 
le tax law, because they knew 
that the more money the govern- 
ment collected trom taxiug in- 
comes, the less excuse there would 
be for a tariff tax. To take pro- 
tection away from the tanfl trusts 
is to iuterfere with their monopo- 
lies.

AURICULIUKAL 

Soil Fertility and Farm Management 
Problems. 

Two things which probably hin- 
der the HMD of farmers more 
than any other* are the econom- 
ical maintenance of soil fertility, 
and right farm management. 
Only by building up and by keep- 
ing up the fertility of the soil can 
large yields be continuously pro- 
duced, but after this has been ac- 
complished good farm manage- 
ment mu9t ke practiced in order 
to realize a nood net profit upon 
one's investment 

Everv farmer should know, to 
begin with, what amounts of the 
plant food elements nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium are in 
his soil. All the other essential 
plant food elements are present 
in Kentucky soils in tufficieut 
quantities for maximum yields 
of crops. These data can be fur- 
nished by the Kentucky Airicul 
tural Experiment Station. The 
analysis of the typical soil areas 
of Kentucky are now on tile at 
the Experiment Station, and if 
relatively accurate data cannot 
be furnished fur any particular 
farm of this Stale, instructions 
fur the collection of soil for an- 
alysis will he furnished upon ap- 
plication ' to Dr. A. M. Peter, 
Head of ttie Division of Soil 
Chemistry of the Experimeni 
Station, and tree report will fol- 
low. Samples of soil to lie ana- 
lyzed should always oe laken mi 
cording to m»i met ion- .v'li.ih 
er not li ne is needed eti correct 
soil acidi y can Imp very ivalin 
determined l>.\ experiment i. p.. i. 
a suoill ■ ot in rouneci ion ttliti 
the «■ wing of red clovt iff The 
plowed MJilace of a soil should 
contain i.ot less than 8,000 
10 i nils of nitrogen, 'J, 500 pounds 
ot phosphorous, and 10,000 pounds 
of potassium in order that, in a 
favorable season and under good 
tillage, it may be made to pro 
duce a maximum crop of corn, 
wheat or oats. The soils of Ken- 
tucky, except, in river bottoms 
and peat swamps, contain an a- 
buudance of potassium. If soil 
does not show an analysis at least 
up to the above in nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium, steps 
should be taken to add, economi- 
cally, these elements to a con- 
tent necessary for large produc- 
tion, and raw ground limestone 
should be applied if experimeut 
with red clover shows that the 
soil needs limestone 

After normal fertility has been 
secured, it should be maintained, 
and one great factor in this main 
tenance is good crop rotation. 
Crop rotatioua may vary in grain 
farming from those used in live 
stock farming, but in either case 
legume crops such as clover, al- 
falfa, cow peas, aoy beans, and 
sweet clover must be used to 
maintain the supply of nitrogen. 
In sto<k farming about every 
third crop should be a legume 
crop, and in graiu farming about 
i very s -co. d < rop. liy establish- 
ing crop rotations as above nidi 
rated and by turning under suf 
licient manure and green crops 
to keep up the nitrogen content, 
the fertility of the soil can be 
kept up, if in addition phosphor- 
us in some form to be added from ' 
time |u time in quantities corres- 
ponding to those removed from 
the soil in cereal and forage 



crops and live stock. The basic 
for such computation will be 
furnished upon application to 
the (experiment Station. 

The location of farm buildings 
with reference to various parts 
of the farm and to each other, 
the laying out of fields and 
fences, the establishing of drain 
age systems, the working out of 
crop rotations, forms for farm 
accounting, etc., are among the 
problems of farm management 
which bear a strong relation to 
the success or the failure of the 
owner of a farm. « 

The Division of Extension of 
the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station has decided to 
offer assistance, as far as may be 
possible, to farmers of the State 
in solving problems of soil fertil 
ity, in establishing cropplns sys- 
tems upon the whole or a part of 
farms, in the production of le 
gume crops, and in working out 
farm management problems. 
This assistance will be offered 
through correspondence, or when 
possible by visitation, without 
expense to owners. Applica- 
tions for such assistance may be 
made to T K. Bryant, Supt. of 
the Division of Extension.
